#1l the principal cities of the Union, Certainly
it would be a better advoeate of Red Cloud's
causce than any other that could be concelved of.

By step-clilldren—and more particularly the
step-children of New York—I do not mean the
shildren appertaining to a step-father or a step-
mother. I mean those pests ol society who
beset door-steps alter 6 o'clock al night and
make night hideous with noize until long after
Ahe time when the children of sensible pareuts
ought to be in bed. I Kknow that New York
affects to be a great metropolis, bul it cherishes
in its heart of hearts a proviocialism of which
Puiladelphia would be ashamed. In no country

town will yon find half the nulsance arising |
from children around door-steps after nightfall |

that you encounter in this wretchedly preten-
tious Gotham, If you except the more aristo-
cratic streets, such as Fifth avenue, Fourteenth
street, Twenty-third, Thirty-fourth, and Forty-
second, you will not discover a nelghbor-
hood that is not, during the summer
months, mwade intolerable with the bolsterons-
ness of the children. Talk of the nulsunce
of street cries! That nulsance Is nothing to the
screams aud cries of the children. Rachel's
children must have been born dumb, or she
would never have wept for them—at least had
she been of my way of thinking. If you will
point out to me the propriety of allowing one's
front-door sieps to be made impassable by imps
wearing the outward form of human children,
all yelling “'shoo-Fly" at the top of their voices,
I will endeavor toview that phenomenon ina
favorable ilght., Until then, please rezard me
as in a state of opposition Lo street children
bordering upon detestation and batred. A babe
in the house may be a well-spring of pleasure,
but a babe on the door-step is a mainspring of
disgust, and its parents ought to be made
to suffer in the internal revenue tax.

A Beautiful Billinrd Clab.

Billiard clubs are comparatively sew institu-
tions In this city, althongh they are well known
on the other side of the water. A handsome and
convenient one is now flourishing on Broadway,
near Twentv-ninth street. It isa hundred feet
long, fifty febt wide, contains fourteen tables,
and bas three bundred members. It is supplied
with all the periodicals of the day, domestic and
foreign; is furnished with fifteen chess tables, a
piano, and numerous paintings, engravings,
statues, and articles of verfu. A pneumatic
tube between it and the Coleman House hasalso
been construeted, through which refreshiments
are supplied al u moment’s notice. One of the
features of the club Is that the readiog-room is
kept open on Bundays—after the style of Phila-
delphia. This Is where our Mercantile Libirary
failed through the old fogyism of some of its
members. In Philadelphia you have your
likrary open, and there are some soothsavers
there who connect that impious fact with the
hailstorm that recemtly devastated you. though
whether the hallstorm was to punish the
people who used the reading-rooms of a Babbath,
or those who supported the drinking saloons
upon that day, I will not wke upon me to declde.
In New York we cannot Keep either the library
or the liquor saloon open, or if we do sell liquer
there we do it on the sly. We have not yet
renched tbat Philadelphlan point of spirituality
in which fuvod for the mind and stimulant for
the hody are supplied in simultaveous instal-
ments, The pearest appronch we have made s
in this Billinrd Clab, where even on Sundays the
poewratically-despatched instaliments from the
Coleman House occasionally take a llquid form,
and refresh the gentlemen in the reading-room.

Nutisfactorily Settled.

That wandering Christian and misled indivi-
dual who intends to accomplish so much good
and only succeeds in blundering lnto an infinite
quantity of barm, has been surreptitiously feel-
ing his way about the eity at midnight and pla-
carding every available point with sueh perti-
nent questions as “What shall [ do to be saved?"

—The Pacific Theological Seminary (Congre- |
gational) bas ended its first year of existeace,
At the anniversary the four students gave ad-
dresses npd recited passages of Seripture in
Greek, Hebrew, Latin, and Welsh. ‘The insti-
tution bas two prefessors and $50.000 of pro-

wrty, of which Dr. Stone collected #25.000 in |
oston.

—The new edifice of the First Congregational
Church of Chicago, has just been finished ot a
cost of §180 000, A peculiarity of this church is
that the readivg desk, or pulpit, is provided
with a copper epeukilm-lrumrvt. which is con-
pected with eleven pews, where, with rubber
Lhose and cup attached, the deaf may enjoy a
sermon as well as those not so unfortunate.

—Dr. Goodwin, of the First Congregational
Church, Chicago, Ill., has retcroed from his |
foreign tour. ‘I'be chureh of which he is pastor |
bas, durivg his absence, completed a lurge and
attractive edifice. The best of all is the readi-
ness apd Jiberality with which the congregation
have subseribed to pay the bills. Eighty-five
thousaud dollars were raised on a late Buunday
moerning and evening,

—The veterun mizslopary, Rev. Titus Coan,
comes to his native land for the first time after
an ubsence of thirty-five years. There is
probably not more than one Protestant minister
living who bas baptized more individuals than
be Las. More than 16,000 persons have recelved
this ordinance at this hands. At one time, after
a careful training of two or three years, 1700
converts were admitied to his church at the |
Sandwich Islapds.

—Some one who has looked up New England
Congregational statistics says that the richest
covgregation ix the Centre Chureh, Hartford;
estimated wenlth, #12.000,000. The Park Street
Church, Boston, and the Centre Church, New
Haven, have the largest average congreégations
—from 1200 to 1400 each Sunday. The largest
annual contributions are collected in the Shaw -
mut Church, Boston, and the Centre Chareh,
New Haven; average, 12,000,

PRESBYTERIAN,

—Mr. Donald G, Mitchell, of the Heari) and
Howe, has been commissioned to take charge of
the arrangement and improvement of the Col-
lege gronnds at Princeton.

—Un o late Subbath there were thirty-five ad-
ditions to the Second Presbyterian Church,
Richmond, Va., the Rev. Dr. Hoge's, twenty-
three on profession of fulth, many of whom were
beads of lamilies.

—The Board of Education of the Reformed
Preshyterian 8ynoa report that thirteen colored
students from Mississippi, Georgla, Missouri,
Penpeylvauin, and Ohio were heing educated at
Northwood, Obio, ten being supported by the
Church.

—The Independent says that J. C. Baldwin,
TFeq., of Madisor Avenue Presbyterisn Church,
New York, gave $600,000 to varlous benevolent
objects during the last fourteen years of his life;
and by his will gives §7:

2,000 to various henevo-
lent societies, and makes Willlams, Wabash,
Middlebnry, and Heamilton Colleges residuary
legatees.

—The Reformed Presbyterians are divided
nto two bodies, Old-slde and New-side. The
slatistics show that the Old branch Is about
twice the number of the Newy as follows: —Con-
gregations, 86; ministers, 54: communicants,
#204: increanse for the year about 700, The New-
side now pumber about 30 ministers, and about
the game number of churches.

—In the “Narrative of the State of Rellgion,"”
presenied by Dr. Cuyler to the Presbyterian
Astsembly, Dr. Cuyler mentioned that several
churches bad tried with satisfaction the plan of
making the eldership rotary rather than perma-
nent. As this is an innovation of a few churches,
mainly New Behool, the Assembly voted to ex-
purge the paragraph.

—We hear nothing definite In reference to the

rogress made by the Presbyterisus in collect-
ing their proposed five million reunlon fund.
Thbe first movement in reference to the Congre-
gational Jubllee Fund comes from Callfornia,
where it I8 found that the church debts are
#20,000, which will be just the amount of #i0
for each member, which It will be necessary for
each wmember to pay in order to rulse the entire
amount. They have issued a letter. to the
churches urglog them to cancel all these debts
as their contribution to the jubilee fund.

—The opposition to Presbyterian union in
Scotland bas been mainly on the part of the
Free Cburch. The General Assembly of that
Church bas just voted, #70 to 144, to send down
to the presbyters the cousideration of the matter
for thelr Opluinu. though not for a final deci-
gion. This is a decided stop ln advance, though
the majority is the same as about two years ago
on a kindred motion, The United Presbyte-
riap Chureh makes no opposition, and even the
Fstablished Church of SBcotland dlscussed fua
favorable spirit the possibility of ultimate unlon
of ull the branches of Scoteh Presbvierianism,
But this canpot take place before Lhe not very
distant disestablishment.

~The Rev. W, U, Murkland, called to the
